CHANGE, OF ADDRESS 


Be sure to notify club headquarters well in advance of any address changes. Third . 
class mail cannot be forwarded by your postmaster, even if you move just across the 
street.

Because the spurious radiations from TV receivers represent real HF radiations, a very weak TV sweep harmonic 

can appear to be a weak station carrier. Since these harmonies show up on SAH-Seopes and throw direction finding 

bearings off in e most unpleasant fashion, it is important to kmow what channels may be affected. The following 


frequencies are the only M.W. frequencies for T.V, sweep harmonics from American or Canadian T.V, receivers:

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REGARDING COUNTRY LISTS ...> Belatedly, I perused an article in Electronics Illustrated which levelled a couple 
of criticisms at the N,.R.C. country list specifically, The £.I. DX-editor pointed out that last spring's N.R.C. 
country list was published shortly after the official E.I. list hit the stands, and inferred that we had got the 
idea from them, Said editor has been a dues-paying N.k.C. member for over a decade, but seemingly did not re- 
member the previous country lists, and.recognize that this was a revisicn. Said editor also criticized our list~ 
ing of "standards" for the determination of a country, specifically the 50-mile separation criteria. To my know 
ledge, no one in the country list business has published the criteria for determining a country, and your editor 
felt some rules should be spelled out. Secondly, EI's DX editor listed what could look. like a ludicrous example, 
namely the Dry Tortugas, saying that since same, a part of Florida, was approximately 75 miles from Key West, 

by N.R.C. criteria, Dry Tortugas, should thus bp a separate country. fi lock at a good map will disclose, however, 
' thet BETWEEN the Dry Tortugas and Key West, there is situated the Marquesas Keys, which, by my measurement, are 
48 miles from the Dry Tortugas (and thus approximately 25 miles from Key West)4 This "stepping-stone situation 
also exists between Tasmania and the mainland of Victoria, King & Flinders Islands and several others in between 
preolude the counting of Tasmania as a separate country by N.R.C. criteria. Said editor has one good point: that 
a country for a UsCely ligtonor should be a country for 9 Ham-SWL. and an S-W.8.C.—listener, and your I.D.X.De 
editor agrees.
